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INTRODUCTION 



Many young people decide to spend four or more years 
in college in the hope that the investment in time and money 
will result in a satisfying career. However, the mere posses- 
sion of a college education does not automatically guaran- 
tee such a result. .The kind of credentials and competencies 
one acquires in college affects the return that can be ex- 
pected Therefore, careful planning of majors, minors, and 
elective courses is important if one is to maximizes college 
investment in terms of future life and career prospects. 

The relationship of college majors to occupations 
varies For some professions, such as teaching, engineer- 
ing, or physical therapy, college is the ■only preparation 
route The appropriate preparation programs for such pro- 
fessions are more or less obvious. However, there may be 
specializations within these programs that should be con- 
sidered early during one's undergraduate studies. 

Other majors may lead to a broad range of occupa- 
tions In these majors, what students learn can have a more 
general relation to work. For example, proficiency in a 
foreign language may lead to employment as a translator, 
even though the language program is not specifically 
designed to train translators. Awareness of the relationship 
of occupations to college majors can play a vital part in 
selecting a college major and planning electives wisely. 

The relationship between a college education and oc- 
cupations is not always obvious. Many college graduates 
become employed in occupations with little apparent rela- 
tionship to their college studies. Sometimes a college degree 
itself "opens doors" by giving the graduate an advantage for 
certain types of jobs. The degree may imply that the bearer 
has developed certain basic skills or has reached an accept- 
able level of education. It is presumed that such a person is 
competent in communication and problem-solving sk.lls or 
possesses leadership ability. Such reasoning places more 
emphasis on the general cultural development of the individ- 
ual than on the development of occupational competency. 

For most college students, the college degree alone is 
not a sufficient qualification for securing employment. The 
' increased number of graduates has produced more com- 
petition in the job market. Graduates with greater potential 
value to employers have the advantage in competing for 
available jobs. This advantage frequently belongs to gradu- 
ates with the credentials and competencies related to the 
jobs they are seeking. This is, more often than not, the result 
of their deliberate and careful selection of a college ma)or 
and planning of course work. 

Some students attend college with specific occupa- 
tional goals in mind. Others want to pursue studies to satisfy 
an interest in a particular field of study or to broaden their 
educational and culural background. Many students go to 
college with both of these objectives in mind. Regardless of 
a person's primary purpose, both the subject and the oc- 



cupational dimensions should be considered in developing a 

college program. 

Occupation-oriented students start by identifying those 
majors and courses that can^rovide the most effective pre- 
paration for their preferred occupation or field. However, 
they must also consider their interests and their ability to 
complete the work involved. As these students progress, 
they examine the various specialties within the broader oc- 
cupational field to identify second majors, minors, and elec- 
tive courses related to their occupational goals. By the time 
they graduate, they have the credentials and competencies 
that give them an advantage in finding suitable employment. 

Subject-oriented students usually start with a preferred 
field of study and select majors related to their interests. Ini- 
tially occupational goals may be secondary. These students 
can 'however, consider the occupational relevance of ma- 
jors minors, and courses in their preferred field. As a result, 
they can plan a college program based upon their interests . 
and- also develop the competencies needed for eventual 
employment. 

The College Major-Occupation Index has been devel- 
oped by the Appalachia Educational Laboratory (AEL) to link- 
higher education to the world of work. Two structures have 
been used to establish this link: 

. The Work Group Arrangement of the Guide for 
Occupational Exploration, (GOE) (1979), a com- 
panion document to the Dictionary of Occupa- 
tional Titles, (D0T).(1978), Fourth Edition, published 
by the U.S. Department of Labor. The Work Groups 
are clusters of occupations requiring similar worker 

characteristics. 
. The Higher Education General Information Survey 
' (HEGIS),a taxonomy developed by the U.S. Office 
of Education. 

These two structures are comprehensive and are 
together able to accommodate all occupations and college 
majors The Career Information System* (CIS) and the 
Worker Trait Group (WTG) Guide* provide detailed occu- 
pational information, organized by Worker Trait Group. 
Students can use these.materials, in addition to the Dictionary 
of Occupational Titles, (DOT), to further explore the occu- 
pations listed in this index and to identify occupations related 
to their interests, abilities, and goals. The College Handbook 
Index of Majors, published by the College Entrance Examin- 
ation Board, uses the HEGIS structure to report programs 
offered in 2,049 colleges. Students can use the information 
in this index to identify institutions that offer the college 
majors related to their interests.

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CONTENT AND FORMAT 



The College Major-Occupation Index has four main 



parts: 

• Part I — Field of Study-Worker Trait Group Chart 

• Part II — Fields of Study: List of College Majors and 

Occupations 

• Part III — Alphabetical List of-College Majors 

• Part IV — Alphabetical List of Occupations 

Part I 

Part I is the Field of Study-Worker Trait Group Chart. It 
is used as a reference to quickly identify Fields of Study and 
Worker Trait Groups that are related. The 23 Fields of Study 
used in the chart encompass ail college majors. The 31 
Worker Trait Groups included in the chart include most oc- 
cupations for which a college degree is required or pre- 
ferred. The information on the chart is general. All occupa- 
tions in a Worker Trait Group may not relate to all majors 
.-within a Field of Study, Specific relationships are identified 
in Part II of this index. The chart may be used prior to Part II 
or as a reference while using Part II. 

Part II 

This part of the index is divided into 23 sections, one for 
each Field of Study. Each section contains a Field of Study 



description and a list of the related college majors and occu- 
pations, organized by Worker Trait Group. The specific oc- 
cupations related to each college major have been identified. 

The Field of Study description provides the following 
information, illustrated in the diagram below. 

• The number and title of the Field of Study. The four- 
digit number assigned to the Field of Study can be 
used to identify this field in all parts of the index. 

• The definition of the Field pf Study. 

• The numbers and titles of the college majors within 
the Field of Study. The four-digit numbers assigned 
to the college majors can be used to identify these 
majors in all parts of the index. These college majors 
include both baccalaureate and advanced degree 
programs. Information about specific program titles, 
the level at which they are offered, and prerequisites 
must be obtained for each particular institution. 

• Additional information about college major-occupa- 
tion relationships within the field, designed to help 
students in their planning. • • 

The list of occupations related to the Fjeld of Study 
follows the description. These occupations are organized by 
Worker Trait Groups (WTG). Each Worker Trait Group has a 
four-digit code number, which can be used to identify that 
Worker Trait Group in all parts of the index. Each occupation

In addition to the occupations listed in this section, a major in Agriculture and Natural Resources 
may lead to employment in some sales occupations These occupations are listed under Worker Trait 
Group 08.01 m Field of Study 0500. Business and Management. Although business majors may be 
preferred for these jobs, a technical background in Agriculture and Natural Resources is important for 
particular sales occupations Employers sometimes accept technically competent workers and train 
them in business and marketing Courses in the business field and/or related work experience through 
summer p3rMime employment are helpful in this respect 
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appears under the appropriate Worker Trait Group accord* 
ing to the numerical order of the major to which it is r^Jated. 
When several occupations are related to the same major, 
they are listed by alphabetical order. When several majors 
are related to the same occupation, these majors are listed 
in numerical order by code numbers 

The occupations listed include both efltry jobs and 
those to which workers may advance with experience 
and/or graduate studies. Information about occupational 
requirements is sometimes available in career resource 
centers and placement offices. Professional associations 
and licensing agencies are important sources of information 
about preparation, licensure, and standards. 

The following example illustrates the occupational in- 
formation contained in a Field of Study description. 



To facilitate the use of the Dictionary of Occupational 
Titles (DOT), the industry designation and nine-digit DOT 
code are included for all occupations. Also, a distinction is 
made in the types of titles used. Base titles (also known as 
Main Titles) are in capital letters, Undefined Related Titles 
are in beginning capital letters, and Alternate Titles are in 
lower case letters. Only Base Titles are defined in the DOT. 
Undefined Related Titles and Alternate Titles usually denote 
specialization within the occupation or Base Title.' When a 
major relates to one but not all specialties of an occupation, 
the Alternate or Undefined Related Title will be listed first, 
followed by the Base Title in parentheses. A further explana- 
tion of these terms and directions for using the DOT are 
found in Appendix B. The full titles of the industry designa- 
tion abbreviations are listed in Appendix C. 
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Part III 

Part III is an alphabetical list of college majors. College 
major titles, key words of titles, and title inversions are in- 
cluded. The college major numbers are the same-as those

Part IV 

Part IV is an alphabetical list of the 3000 occupations 
and occupational specialties that have been related to col- 
lege majors. Titles are given in the same format used in Part 
II. Base Titles (also known as Main Titles) are in capital let- 
ters, Undefined Related Titles are in beginning capital let- 
ters, and Alternate Titles are in lower case letters. The Base 
Titles are included with each Alternate and Undefined Re- 
lated Title listing, industry designation follows each title. 



The college major number and the Worker Trait Group 
number are listed under the title of each occupation. The 
college major numbers are the same as those used in other 
parts of the index. The Worker Trait Group four-digit codes 
are the same as those used' in Parts. I and II.

TO THE STUDENT 

Your primary purpose in going to college may not be to 
prepare for an occupation. However, you need to consider 
the impact of a college degree on the employment oppor- 
tunities that will be open to you. Understanding the relation- 
ship between college majors and occupations can help you 
plan your major, minors*, and specific courses. 

The following information describes four methods in 
which you can use this index for exploring the relationship 
between college majors and occupations. The first method 
helps you identify Worker Trait Groups related to Fields of 
Study that interest you. The second method helps you iden- 
tify Fields of Study related to a Worker Trait Group that in- 
terests you. The third method helps you identify occupations 
related to a college major that fnterests you. The fourth 
method helps you identify college majors related to an oc- 
cupation that interests you. 

The first two methods are general in nature and provide 
for broad exploration of the relationship between college 
majors and the world of work. The second two methods can 
be used when specific relationships between college majors 
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and occupations are to be explored. AH four methods should 
be used initially in learning to use the index. Subsequent use 
can be limited to the method appropriate to your goal. 

Method #1. To identify Worker Trait Groups related 
to Fields of Study that interest you, follow these steps. 

Step A. Turn to the Field of Study-Worker Trait Group Chart 
in Part I of this index. Specific instructions are 
located on the chart. Read the list of Fields of Study 
along the margin and select one you would like to 
explore. You may want to read the Field of Study 
description and the list of majors within it in Part II 
of this index. * 
Beginning at the Field you have selected, 
follow the row of cells across the chart. X's appear 
in the columns of the Worker Trait Groups related 
to the field. The titles of the reiated Worker Trait 
Groups are listed across the top of the chart. 
Locate all of the X's on the field's row of cells. 

On a sheet of paper, write the title and number 
of the Field of Study you are exploring. Then list the 
titles and numbers of the Worker Trait Groups you 
have identified.

Following the description, you will find 
Worker Trait Groups related to that Field, with a 
list of occupations for each group. Choose one 
of the Worker Trait Groups you selected in Step 
A and read the list of related occupations to 
identify those that interest you. You can repeat 
this step with the other Worker Trait Groups 
re ated to the field. 

On a sheet of paper, write the number and 
title of the college major. Then, list the occupa- 
tions that interest you. For each occupation, list 
the title, industry designation, DOT code, and 
Worker Trait Group number. This list will be a 
useful reference as you examine additional in- 
formation for planning.

Step B, Turn to the Table of Contents on page iii of this in- 
dex and locate the page number for one of the 
Fields of Study you identified in Step A, Turn to that 
page and read the description to see if you are in- 
terested.

Thelnformation on your list is a good starting point 
for exploring the college major-occupation relation- 
ships for the field you have identified. You can 
repeat this step with other Fields of Study or other 
Worker Trait Groups that you want to explore. 

Method #3. To Identify occupations related to a col- 
lege major that interests you, follow these steps. 
Step^A. Turn to the Alphabetical List of College Majors in 
Part III of this index. Locate a major that interests 
you and make a note of the four-digit number. The 
first two digits identify the Field of Study to which it 
belongs. The last two indicate the position of that 
major in the listing located in the Field of Study 
description. 

Step B. Turn to the Table of Contents on page iii of this in- 
dex and locate the page number for the. Field iden- 
tified by the first two digits of the major number. 
Turn to that page and read the Field of Study 
description to verify your interest in the major you 
selected. In addition, check whether you are using 
the correct number for this major. 

Scan the list of related occupations which 
follows the Field of Study description. Under each 
Worker Trait Group heading, note the occupations 
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that have the same number as the major you are 
exploring They relate to that major. You can repeat 
this step for other college majors in which you have 
an interest. 

Method #4, To identify college majors related to an 
occupation that interests you, follow these steps. 

Step A. Turn to the Alphabetical List of Occupations in Part 
IV of this index. Locate an occupation that interests 
you. Make a note of the four-digit number(s) identi- 
fying the major(s) related to that occupation. Again, 
the first two digits identify the Field of Study to 
which a major belongs, and the last two indicate 
the position of that major in the listing located in the 
Field of Study description. 

Step B. Turn to the Table of Contents on page iii of this in- 
dex and locate the page number for the Field of 
Study identified in Step A. Read the Field of Study 
description. In the college major listing found in the 
description, locate the number of the major you are 
seeking. The title given for that number is the major 
related to the occupation you are exploring. 

You can repeat this step for other occupations 
in which you have an interest. 



Summary 

The relationship between college majors and occupa- 
tions is general in nature. Therefore, the index should be used 
as a starting point for planning your college studies and 
career direction. To develop and implement a college plan, 
you will need to gather the following kinds of information. 

• Occupational information, in order to refine your oc- 
cupational goals. 

• Information about program offerings-of the college 
of your choice, to determine how they match the ma- 
jors described in this index. 

• Information about the competencies and the creden- 
tials that you should have in order to fulfill career 
aspirations. 

• Information about available majors, minors, and 
elective courses through which you can develop 
these competencies and earn these credentials. 

. You can locate detailed occupational information in 
resources such as the Dictionary of Occupational Titles, 
the Worker Trait Group Guide, and the Career Information 
System. College counselors, academic advisors, and instruc- 
tors can provide you with valuable help. Many institutions 
have career planning centers and academic advising ser- 
vices to help you with these matters. You nay also get 
useful information from professional associations, licensing 
agencies, employers, and persons working in the field of 
your interest. 



TO HIGH SCHOOL AND COLLEGE 
FACULTY 

The purpose of this index is to help students in their 
career planning and in selecting majors, minors, and electives 
courses. Although the index is designed to be used by the 
students, it can also be a useful tool for professionals involved 
in program planning and. instruction. The following informa- 
tion and suggestions can help high school and college faculty 
and staff develop new ways to meet these responsibilities. 

Background 

The Dictionary of Occupational Titles (DOT) (1978), 
Fourth Edition, published by the U.S. Department of Labor, 
was used to identify occupations related to college majors. 
In the DOT, each occupation is defined in terms of the tasks 
performed by the worker, the tools and equipment used, and 
the technical knowledge required. Approximately 3,000 oc- 
cupations or specializations within an occupation have been 
identified for which a college degree is preferred or re- 
quired. The " index establishes a linkage between these 
occupations and college majors, based upon the knowledge 
and skills common to both. 

High School Counselors 

The index can help you fulfill your career guidance 
responsibilities in the following ways. 

1. Use the index in orientation sessions of the school's 
college preparatory program. 

2. Students may have already identified preferred occupa- 
tions and Worker Trait Groups in career exploration and 
decision-making programs. These students can use the 
inJlx for career planning. Encourage them to identify 
majors related to their career goals as-one criterion for 
selecting a college. 

3. The index can help students foi lulate questions about 
majors, institutional requirements, and other academic 
matters, in order to prepare for campus visits or recruit- 
ing interviews. 

4. Develop a program for parents of students, using the in- 
dex to introduce the importance of career goals in col- 
lege planning. The index can also be useful in counseling 
students and their parents regarding specific college 
plans. 

5. Introduce the index at a school faculty meeting and 
discuss how it can be used as part of career education. 

6. Use the index as a base to communicate with community 
groups regarding the relationship between education and 
employment. 

College Admission Officers, Recruiters, and Field 
Representatives 

The index can help add a career dimension to the im- 
age you project of an institution. The index can be used to 
identify and articulate the relationship of college offerings to 
the world of work. This is an important consideration both for 
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students and* lor parents, who expect some return for their 
investment in higher education. 

College Student Personnel Workers 

The index can be used to enhance a variety of student- 
centered activities. The following suggestions may be helpful. 

1 'Add a career dimension to orientation sessions by using 
the index and related materials. 

2. Introduce the index at a faculty meeting and discuss how 
it can be used as part of career education in the various 
departments- of the institution. 

3. Use the index in career-planning courses -to help stu- 
dents seiect majors related to their career goals. The in- 
dex can help students identify the occupatioaal and 
academic information they will need to develop specific 
career plans. 

4 Provide residence counselors with training in the' use of 
the index. 

Academic Advisors 

Academic advisors must be familiar with the index and 
must be prepared to help students move from general plan- 
ning to specific choices and commitments. The following 
suggestions can help meet these obligations. . 
1. In the Dictionary of Occupational Titles, read the 
descriptions of the occupations related to the fields in 
which you advise. Relate the knowledge, skills, tools, and 
processes described to specific courses offered in your 
institution. 

2 Identify graduate studies related to the fields in which 
you advise. List graduate schools and entry requirements.* 

3. Identify alternatives for important majors not ofrered by 
the institution. Check to be sure that alternatives help 
students meet preparation requirements for occupations 
related to the majors listed in the index. 

4. Identify minor and elective courses outside the fields in 
which you advise that might contribute to the employ- 
ability of your students. 



5. Identify technological and employment trends in the 
fields in which you advise. Investigate how these trends 
are reflected in the curriculum of the institution. 

College Instructors 

As course instructor you can play a major role in the 
career development of your students. You can use the index 
as a basis to demonstrate the career relevance of individual 
courses. This can be done in the following ways, j 

1 . Identify and discuss the specific occupational competen- 
cies developed in your courses and the various majors 
related to them. 

2. Encourage students to study and prepare reports on 
ways your courses and related majors contribute to 
career preparation. 

Placement Officials 

Placement personnel can use the index in the following 
ways. i 

1. Use the major-occupation relationships as a framework 
to identify potential employers and develop additional job 
listings. 

2. The occupational classification system and the major 
codes can be used to organize information on employ- 
ment opportunities, placement records, and follow-up 
data. 

Summary 

The index contains information useful to a variety of 
persons interested in improving the relationship between 
education and the world of work. It provides the various 
groups of professionals mentioned with a common frame of 
reference. Continuous exposure to the same format, lan- 
guage, and concepts will help students in career planning 
and decision-making. The index increases the possibility of 
positive career experiences for students, while reducing at- 
trition or lost time through indecision and changing of majors.

Teaching at the post-secdhdary level usually requires 
graduate studies. Persons interested in. teaching English as a foreign language should consider Major 
ISOS.Jeaching English as a Foreign Language. Anyone interested in teaching should confer with person- 
nel in the Guidance or Education Department before declaring a major or selecting courses. 

Although specific college majors are identified for Foreign Languages, all occupations related to 
these majors are coded to the Area, 1100. The reason for this is that the occupations for this area can 
relate to any one of the majors.

Animal training and care include the feeding and taking care of animals used for various pur- 
poses. Animals are trained to entertain or be of service to people. Many dogs, cats, birds, and fish are 
raised and sold as pets. Wild animals, marine animals, horses, and dogs are trained to perform or to 
race Dogs are trained to lead the blind or protect people and property. Small animals are raised for 
medical research. Animal shelters, zoos, circuses, and pet shops employ workers in this group. Race 
tracks medical labs, marine animal shows, and animal training schools also employ these workers. 

Veterinarians and jobs related to the caring of farm animals are not included in this group. 



03.04 ELEMENTAL WORK: NATURE , 

Elemantal work: nature involves the use of physical-strength and energy to do things with your 
hands. Work in this group of jobs is usually done outside. These jobs are found on farms fishing 
boats or along fishing waters. Workers in this group may also find jobs in forests, parks, gardens, or 



nurseries. 



04. AUTHORITY 

This is an interest in using authority to protect people and property. 
> You can satisfy this interest by working In law enforcement, fire fighting, and related fields. You may enjoy.mental 
challenge and intrigue. You could investigate crimes or fires. You may prefer to fight fires and respond to other emergen- 
cies You may wanfmore routine work. Perhaps a job in guarding or patrolling would satisfy you. You may prefer to use 
your management ability. You could seek leadership positions in law enforcement and the protective serv.ces. 

04.01 SAFETY AND LAW ENFORCEMENT* 

Safety and law enforcement is the enforcing of rules concerning public welfare and safety. Most 
jobs in this group are in government services. Police departments, fire departments, and similar agen- 
cies employ many workers. Businesses offer a few job openings. 

04.02 SECURITY SERVICES 

Security services keep people and property safe from unlawful acts or from such hazards as 
fires or accidents. Many jobs in this group are found in government service. Hotels, stores, resorts, and 
industries may hire workers in this group.

05.01 ENGINEERING' 

Engineering is the use of science and mathematics to solve problems in construction, manufac- 
turing, and other industries. Factories, construction companies, mines, oil fields, and research labs 
employ workers in this group. 

05.02 MANAGERIAL WORK: MECHANICAL 0 

Managerial work: mechanical is the directing of technical operations in an industry, utility, or 
government agency. Jobs in this group are found in such fields as mi/ling, construction, communica- 
tions, manufacturing, transportation, and fuel production. 

05.03 ENGINEERING TECHNOLOGY' 

Engineering technology is the technical detail work required to apply engineering ideas. This 
work includes surveying, drafting, and engineering technology. It also includes controlling the flow of 
materials to meet production schedules. Factories, construction companies, architects, engineering 
firms, and research tabs employ workers in this group. 



05.04 AIR AND WATER VEHICLE OPERATION 

Air and water vehicle operation is the moving of passengers or cargo by plane or ship. The 
workers included in this group pilot airplanes or ships or supervise others who do. They work for ship- 
ping companies and commercial airlines. Companies and people who have their own boats or 
* airplanes also hire these workers. Workers in this group travel to many ports or airports in the world. 

05.05 CRAFT TECHNOLOGY 

Craft technology is highly skilled custom hand and machine work requiring mastery of a pro- 
cess or technique. Food preparation is also included in this group. Industries such as construction and 
printing employ workers in this group. Some workers provide mechanical services to people and 
businesses. Large restaurants hire some of these workers to oversee food preparation. 

05.06 SYSTEMS OPERATION 

Systems operation is the control and care of equipment in a mechanical system. The system 
may create and distribute electricity, heat and coola building, or treat and distribute water. Jobs in 
this group are found in oil fields, refineries, utility companies, and large buildings. 

05.07 QUALITY CONTROL 

Quality control is inspecting and checking equipment, materials, and products in settings 
other than factories. Work may involve measuring or testing raw materials to check whether quality 
Standards are met. Workers in this group are employed in such settings as mines, loading docks, quar- 
ries, warehouses, oil fields, and construction sites. 

05.08 LAND VEHICLE OPERATION 

Land vehicle operators drive freight hauling vehicles or supervise others who do. Railroad com- 
panies, trucking firms, and delivery services employ workers in this group. Companies which own and 
operate freight carriers for their own use also hire these workers. Jobs in o tfhis group are scattered 
throughout the country. 
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05.09 MATERIALS CONTROL 

Materials control is the shipping, receiving, and storing of materials and products. Workers 
count the products, keep records, and make schedules to control the flow of materials. Firms wh.ch 
make, sell; distribute, or receive large quantities of materials or products employ these workers. Jobs 
in this group are also found in hospitals.and government agencies. 

05.10 SKILLED HAND AND MACHINE WORK 

Skilled hand and machine work, as used here, is custom Work requiring some knowlede of pro- 
cesses and techniques. Food preparation is also included in this group. 

The construction and mining industries employ workers in this group in settings other than fac- 
tories. Firms which repair, install, and maintain products also employ these workers. Hotels and 
restaurants hire workers who prepare foods. 

05.11 EQUIPMENT OPERATION 

Equipment operation is the use of machinery for excavating, drilling, paving, mining, hoisting, 

° d Jobs' in this group are found in mining and construction sites, factories, warehouses, and 
docks. 

05.12 ELEMENTAL WORK: MECHANICAL 

Elemental work: mechanical is lifting and carrying materials, tools, and equipment or keeping 
equipment and work areas clean. Some workers operate simple machines. Workers in this group 
usually follow instructions and make a few job decisions. Jobs in this group are found in m.n.ng, con- 
struction, and settings other than factories. 



06. INDUSTRIAL 

This is an interest in repetitive, concrete, organized activities in a factory setting. • 
You can satisfy this interest by working in numerous industries which manufacture goods on a mass production 
basis.

Elemental work: industrial is routine work requiring little training or experience. Tasks include 
loading ind unloading machines as well as using simple hand tools.

This is an interest in activities requiring accuracy and attention to details, primarily in an office setting.

Jobs in this group are found in businesses, industries, and government agencies. Banks, finance com- 
panies, and accounting firms hire many of these workers. 

07.03 FINANCIAL DETAIL 

Financial detail is work requiring math skills as well as an ability to deal with the public. 
Workers in this group also keep records and supervise the work of others. Jobs in this group are found 
where money is paid to or received from the public. Banks and other financial institutions also employ 
workers in this group. 



07.04 INFORMATION PROCESSING: SPEAKING 

Information processing, as used here, is speaking with people as a main job task. Some 
workers in this group use telephones, radios, or the telegraph. Businesses, institutions, and govern- 
ment agencies employ most of these workers in their offices. 

07.05 INFORMATION PROCESSING: RECORDS 

Information processing, as used here, means to compile, review, or maintain records. Workers 
in this group also schedule workers and checjj records for accuracy. Jobs in this group are found in 
most offices, institutions, and government agencies. 

07.06 CLERICAL MACHINE OPERATION 

Clerical machine operation involves the use of business machines to record or process data. 
These machines are used to type, sort, compute, send, or receive data. These jobs are found wherever 
large amounts of data are processed, sent, or received. Businesses, industries, and government agen* 
cies employ most of the workers in this group. 

07.07 CLERICAL HANDLING 

. Jobs in this group involve performing clerical duties requiring little specific preparation or 
skill. These duties are to file, sort, copy, route, or deliver data. Most large businesses, industries, and 
government agencies employ these workers.

You can satisfy this interest by providing services for the convenience of others. You may enjoy making others feel 
at ease by providing hospitality services. You may prefer to improve the appearance of others, Perhaps working in thg 
hair and beauty care field would satisfy you. You may like to provide personal services such as taking tickets, carrying 
baggage, or ushering. 

09.01 HOSPITALITY SERVICES 

Hospitality services help people feel at ease and enjoy themselves. These services may involve 
planning and directing social events or guiding people through museums, cities, or countries. Airline, 
railroad, ship, and escort companies, as well as resorts and hotels, employ workers in this group. Jobs 
also can be found in social clubs. 

09.02 BARBERING AND BEAUTY SERVICES 

Barbering and beauty services are intended to change or improve personal appearance. Barber- 
ing service includes haircuts, faciei massages, scalp treatments, and shaves. Beauty service includes 
the care of skin and hair. Barber and beauty shops employ workers in this group. Some workers own 
and operate their own businesses. 

09.03 PASSENGER SERVICES 

Passenger services is the transporting of people by bus, taxi, limousine, or other vehicles. The 
workers included in this group drive such vehicles or instruct and supervise those who do. Taxi, bus, 
or street railway companies hire most workers in this group. Some workers are employed by hospitals. 
Others work for branches of local government, such as public schools.

Customer services involve providing people with various services in commercial settings. 
Tasks usually include receiving payment and making change for the services rendered. Hotels, e 
restaurants, resorts, and stores employ workers in this group.

09.05 ATTENDANT SERVICES 

Attendant services are tasks performed for the comfort and convenience of other people. At- 
tendant services take place in a variety of public and private settings.

> 10.03 CHILD AND ADULT CARE 

Child and adult care involves assisting in the physical care or welfare of others. Some workers 
assist in the care and treatment of the sick, injured, or physically handicapped. Other workers mainly 
care for young children or the elderly. Hospitals, clinics, day care centers, and nursery schools hire 
workers in this group. Treatment centers for the handicapped and private homes also provide jobs in 
thisgroup. 

11. SOCIAL-BUSINESS 

This is an interest in leading and influencing others through activities involving verbal or numerical abilities. 

You can satisfy this interest through study and work in a wide variety of professional fields. You may enjoy the 
challenge and responsibility of leadership. You could seek work in administration or management. You may prefer to 
work with technical details. You could find a job in finance, law, social research, or public relations. You may like to help 
others learn. Perhaps working in education would satisfy you. 

11.01 MATHEMATICS AND STATISTICS^ 

Mathematics and statistics involve working with numerical data and computer systems. 
Workers in this group apply theories in mathematics to solve problems or conduct research. Colleges, 
firms, and government agencies which use computers or conduct statistical research employ these 
workers. . 
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11.02 EDUCATIONAL AND LIBRARY SERVICES* 

Educational and library services include teaching, counseling, and library work. Job settings 
are schools, colleges, libraries, andother^educational agencies. 

11.03 SOCIAL RESEARCH* 

Social research is the study and analysis of information about people and societies. This work 
may include researching past events and cultures or studying and solving current social problems. 
Museums, schools and colleges, government agencies, and private research foundations employ 
workers in this group . 

1 1 .04 LAW* 

Law, as used here, involves applying the knowledge of laws to advise people and businesses on 
their rights and obligations. Workers in this group define the meaning of law to use it in courts of law, 
hearings and business activities. Law firms, government agencies, private businesses employ these 
workers/Some workers may be self-employed and have their own practice. Others may be elected or 
appointed to public offices. 

11.05 BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION* 

Business administration is the management of a public agency or private business. Workers In 
this group develop operating procedures, analyze problems, and supervise workers. Businesses, in- 
dustries, government agencies, unions, and professional groups employ these workers. 

11.06 FINANCE* 

Finance involves the design and control of financial records and the analysis of financial data. 
Workers in this group check financial record keeping systems for accuracy and supervise the work of 
others Banks, loan companies, and investment firms employ these workers. Businesses, industries, 
colleges, and government agencies also hire these workers for their financial services. 

1 1 .07 SERVICES ADMINISTRATION* 

Services administration is the management of agencies which provide health, welfare, educa- 
tion or recreation services. Workers in this group usually supervise others who carry out the functions 
of a specific service. Schools, colleges, hospitals, prisons, community programs, and government 
agencies employ these workers.

11.10 REGULATIONS ENFORCEMENT* 

Regulations enforcement is the enforcing of laws about finance; people s rights health and 
safety, and similar matters. However, workers in this group are not part of a police force. These 
workers examine procedures, products, and services to assure that government regulations are Wk 
lowed. Most jobs in this group are found in government agencies. Businesses also hire workers in this 
group to enforce company policies.

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11.11 BUSINESS MANAGEMENT* 

Business management means to direct the activities of a company or a store. Workers in this 
group carry out operating policies and procedures and supervise others. All types. of businesses 
employ these workers. These businesses include hotels, recreation centers, and stores as well as 
transportation and service companies. Some government agencies also hire these workers. 

11.12 CONTRACTS AND CLAIMS* 

Contracts and claims include negotiating contracts and investigating claims for companies and 
people. Workers who negotiate contracts set' up legally binding agreements between buyers and 
sellers of services, materials, or products. Workers who investigate claims gather information to deter- 
mine the validity of claims. Claims involve such things as property damage or personal injury. In- 
surance companies, booking agencies, industries, businesses, and government agencies employ 
workers •> his group. 



12. PHYSICAL PERFORMING 

This is an interest in physical activities performed before an audience. 

You can satisfy this interest through jobs in athletics/sports, and the performance of physical feats. You may enjoy 
sports. Perhaps a job as a professional player or official would satisfy you. You may prefer to develop and perform special 
acts such as acrobatics or wire walking. 



12.01 SPORTS* 

Sports include competing in professional athletic or sporting events, coaching players and of- 
ficiating games. Jobs in this group are found in all types of sports. These sports include horse racing, 
hockey, football, baseball, basketball, golf, and track. 



12.02 PHYSICAL FEATS 

Physical feats, as used here, are acts of special physical strength or skill which entertain people. 
Workers in this group may perform alone. Circuses, carnivals, and theaters hire these workers. Book- 
ing agents often arrange performances and special events.

In the DOT,, occupational descriptions are organized by the Occupational Group ^rrangemenr(QGA). Occupa- 
tions are organized into the OGA on the basis of the processes followed or the skills and materials used. There are nine 
Occupational Categories which have the following code numbers and names: 

^ | Professional, technical, and managerial occupations 

2 Clerical and sales occupations 

3 Service occupations 

4 Farming, fishery, forestry, and related occupations 

5 Processing occupations 

6 Machine trades occupations 

7 Bench work occupations 

8 Structural work occupations 

9 Miscellaneous occupations 



The first three digits of the nine-digit DOT code represent the OGA. 

OGA CODE 




The first digit places the occupation into an Occupational Category. The first and second digit place it into a Division 
within the Category. The first, second, and third digits place it into a sub division called a Group. 

For example, the code for ARCHITECT is 001 .061-010. The first digit, 0, places this occupation in Category 0/1. 
This category includes professional, technical, and managerial occupations in such fields as art, science, law, and 
business relations. 

When the second digit, 0, is combined with the first digit, 0, the occupation is placed in Division 00. This Division » 
is called "Occupations in Engineering and Architecture." It includes occupations cpncerned with the practical use of the 
principles of architecture and engineering. 

When the third digit, 1, is combined with the first two digits, the code 001, places the occupation in the Group 
001. This Group is called "Architectural Occupations." It includes occupations concerned with the design and construc- 
tion pf buildings and other structures, or landscaping. 

The DOT contains descriptions of the Categories, Divisions, and Groups, as well as descriptions of the thousands 
of occupations listed. The following example shows the descriptions arranged injhe OGA sequence. 
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EXAMPLE 

6/1 PROFESSIONAL, TECHNICAL, AND MANAGERIAL OCCUPATIONS 

This category includes occupations concerned with the theoretical and practical aspects of such fields 
of human endeavor as: architecture; engineering; mathematics; physical sciences; social sciences; medicine 
and health; education; t niuseum; library and archival sciences; law; theology; the arts; recreation; administra- 
tion specialties; and management. Also included are occupations in support of scientists, engineers, -and 
other specialized activities such as piloting aircraft, operating radios, and directing the course of ships. Most 
of these occ^Jpations require substantial educational preparation, usually at the university, college, junior 
college, or technical institute level.
